MANSFIELD, O, Mar 24—The 


traditional anc Heroic story of the 
captain who goes down with his 
ship today is being told of Engi- 
neer C. K Bell, of Mansfield, who 
is credited with, averting a major 
railroad tragedy and saving 80 pas- 
sengers of the fast New York-De- 
troit limited from injury or death 
at the cost of his own life yester- 
day morning. 


Roaring through the darkness of 


early morning, the train was de- 
railed at a junction, 
near here. 


The engine and three bagage cars 
jumped the tracks and the loco- 
motive buned itself eight feet deep 
in the soft bank of the nght-of- 
way. Engineer Bell stayed with- 
in his cab, setting the air brakes, 
which prevented the pullman cars 
from pilmg-up on the other wreck- 
age.

There was no doubt a, value in 
drinking the tea, as the flavor is 
pleasant to the taste and those 
liking it drink large quantities of 
it, thereby flushing out system. 
At most, people dnnk too little 
fluids, especially dunng the jwm- 
ter months.

The leaves of the Sassafras are 


the most distinctive among' oil 
our trees. 
They are egg-shaped 


normally, bat often on the same 
branch may be found two lobed 
or mitten shaped leaves and some- 
tunes some with as many as five 
lobes. 


The yellowish green Sowers aie 


not very conspicuous. The stami- 
nate or male flowers do not grow 
on the same tree with the pistill- 
ate or female flowers. Therefore 
fruit will be found only on. those 
trees bearing the pistillate flowers. 
The fruit is a dark blue, shiny, 
berry, so much liked by birds that 
a very few ever come to maturity. 
But the Sassafras does not de- 
pend on seeds for it's continued 
propagation. It's roots send up 
shoots along their whole length. 
This habit of growth makes the 
Sassafras the bane of the hill 
county farmer as he has to be 
continually using the mattock to 
keep his fields clear in order to 
raise his crops. 


To most people the Sassafras 


is not more than, a. shrub or at 
most a small tree, but if left alone 
it may grow into a tree three to 
five feet in diameter and reach a 
height of more than one hundred 
feet. Two very fine large speci- 
mens are to be found on the 
Swearingen homestead just oppo- 
site the residence of Mr. James 
Swearingen in Jackson township.

the country knows the Sassafras 
by its green colored twigs 
and 


aromatic flavor, just right for 
'browsing when roaming through 
the woods and fields, whether 
hunting- for game or just "loafing 
and inviting his soul" 


When autumn comes and nature 


begins to put on her van-colored 
dresses the Sassafras 
receives, 


seemingly, more than its share of 
vivid dye. There will be blues, 
purples, yellows, various shades of 
red, 
including scarlet and crimson 


and often a mixture of all these.

Some samples seized in 
Olkahoma proved nothing more 
than ginger root soaked in alcohol 
In another section specimens -OB 
being thrown into basins clogged 
up the dram pipes and were found 
to contain a percentage 
of resin, 


placed in the ginger to increase its 
solid content. In others the pre- 
sence of isopropyl was suspected. 


"The 
astonishing thing is the 


wave of paralysis noted recently," 
Doran said. "Ginger preparations 
for years have been used in the 
South, many drinkers preferring 
them to ordinary liquor. An over- 
dose might produce paralysis but it 
seems doubtful, unless there was 
some other ingredient in the drink 
The resin, while injurions to the 
stomach, should not cause paraly- 
sis 


By analyzing samples we expect 


the last of the week we will deter- 
mine whether the concoctions con- 
tam a snythetic alcohol known as 
isoproyl, which is manufactured 
from the gases arising in the pro- 
duction of gasohne by the cracking 
process. This alcohol is not re- 
sult of fermentation. It looks and 
smells like ethyl alcohol, boiling at 
about the same jxrint, and with 
the solvent properties. It is not 
intoxicating m the accepted mean-' 
ing of the word.

and costs about $1 a gallon. Tbe
